wether, working together and 
acting together. There is naw 
excitement, -new hope. 

No one can tell.for cer 
tain how effective the spring 
offensive was. It depends on 
the responses of millions of 
people. Some of them are "ti- 
red", some have never spoken 
up or taken any action befor, 
some will be tempted to make 
a minor gesture (sign the Pe- 
ple's Peace Treaty, attend a 
rally) and go back to‘ "bus- 
iness-as-usual! Most of them 
would be turned off by vio- 
lence.

On October 21, 1970, 

pressure from: the public and 
the workers at Polaroid, the 
Polaroid corporation announce 
it would discontinue all sales 
of its products to South. Afrim. 

Almost immediately before it 
made this announcement Polaraid 
sold South Africa enough of 
these systems and film to en@ 
ble South Afria to complete 
its planned re+issuance of na’ 
passbooks in 1971.
